The Kerala Khadi and Village Industries Board 

Employees Gratuity Regulations, 1975 
Preamble.-- In exercise of the powers conferred by Clause I of Section 34 
ofthe Kerala Khadi and Village Industries Board Act, 1957 (Act IX of 1957) 
the Ker :la Khadi and Village Industries Board makes the following regu 
lations with the previous sanction of the Government of Kerala , namely ; 

PART - I 
1. Preliminary.-- These regulationsmay be called the Kerala Khadi and 
Village Industries Board Employees Gratuity Regulations, 1975 . 

2. Commencement. They shallbe deemed to have comeinto force from 
21-3-1973. 

PART - II 
3. Definitions. - Except wherс otherwise expressly provided - 

(1) “ Average emoluments m -ans” the average of monthly emoluments 
calculated upon the last 3 years of service . 

If dur ng the last three years or more of service, an Officer has 
been absent from duty either on leave without allowances , or 
under suspension , the period so pass d sh uld be disregarded 
for calculation of average emoluments, and an equal period 

before that to make up three years be taken .

Note , 


(2) “ Board ” means the Kerala Khadi and Village Industries Board 
constituted under Section 4 of the Kerala Khadi and Village Industries 
Board Act of 1957 (Act 9 of 1957).. 

(3) " Emolumenats ” means the monthly emoluments which the 
employee was receiving immediately before his superannuation or relief 
otherwise from the service of the Board and include 

(a ) Substantive pay : 
(b ) Personal pay : 
(c) Fees or commission if they are the authorised emoluments of an 

appointmentin addition to pay. 
(d ) Dearness pay or allɔwances calculated for the purpose of pension 

and gratuity as ordered by the Government of Kerala from time 

to time. 
(e) Special pay . 
(f) Presumptive pay instead of substantive pay drawn in a higher 

permanent post held on a purely temporary or officiating basis 
if the post is substantively vacant or temporarily vacant in conse 
quence of the absence of the permanent incumbent on leave 

without allowances or on transfer to foreign service . 
(g ) Pay drawn by an Officer appointed provisionally in a post of 

an Officer whose lien is suspended . 

(4) , " Employee" means an Employee of the Board who is a member 
of any of the five services referred to in the Regulation 4 of the Kerala 
Khadi and Village Industries Board (Classification and Conditions of 
Recruitment of Staff) Regulation ,, 1967 . 

(5) " Family ” means and include --(a) the wife or wives, in the case of 

a Male Officer. 
(b ) Husband , in the case of a Female Officer . 
(c ) Sons . 
(d ) Unmarried and widowed daughters." 
( e) Brothers below the age of 18 years and unmarried or widowed 

sisters. 
(f ) - Father . 
(g ) Mother. 
(h ) Married daughters and 

(i) Children of pre -deceased sons. 
Note :-(c) and (d ) will include children and adopted children . 

(6 ) The " Chairman " means the Chairman of the Board appointed 
under Section 4 of the Kerala Khadi and Village Industries Board Act, 
1957 
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7. The " Secretary " means the Secretary of the Board appointed under 
sub section ( 1) of Section 10 of the Kerala Khadi and Village Industries 
Bo .rd Act, 1957 . 

8. " Government " means the Government of Kerala . 

9. " Fund" means the Gratuity Fund established and maintained bv 
the Board . 

10. " Accounts Officer ” means the Accounts Officer appointed by the 
Board . 

il . Any other expression used in these Regulations which is defined 
in the K. S. R. is used in the sense therein defined . 

PART - III 
Conditions and Amount of Grataity 
4. An employee who is a member of any or all of the five services 
referred to in Regulation 4 of the Kerala Shadi and Village Industries Boad 
( Classification and Condi ions of Recruitment of Staff) Regulations, 1967 
may be granted gratuity not exceeding the amount specified in Regulation 6 
when he or she is relieved of from the service under the Board . 

5. If an employee dies while in service a gratuity not exceeding the 
amount specified in Regulat on 6 below may be paid to the person or persons, 
on whom the right to receive the gratuity is conferred under Part V or if there 
is no s.ch person to the legal heirs or in ihe absence of the legal heirs to the 
surviving members of the family in the manner indicated below : 

( 1) . If there are one or more surviving members of the family as ia 
item (a), (b ), (c) and (d ) of clause (5 ) of Regulation 3 , it may be paid to 
all such members other than any such member who is a widowed daughter 
in cqu.I shares. 

( 2) Il there are no such surviving members of the family as at 
(1) above, but there are one or more surviving widowed daugh ers and or 
one or more surviving members of the family as in items (c), (f), (h ) and (i) 
of clause (5) of Regulation 3, it may be paid to all such members in equal 
shares. 

6. (a) The amount of gratuity payable to an employee will be half a 
month s emoluments for each completed year of service subject to a maxi 
mum of 15 times of the emoluments last drawn . 

(b ) In the event of death of an employee while in service, the 
gratuity payable will be calculated under 6 (a) above worked out as under 
whichever be more . 

(1) During the first year of service 2 months emoluments . 
(ii) After one year but below 5 6 months emoluments .

(ii) Aſter completion of 5 years

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7. The emoluments for the purpose of these Regulations will be 
subject to a maximum of Rs. 1,000 per month and will be reckoned in 
accordance with clause (3) of Regulation 3 provided that if the emo um ints 
of an employee have been reduced during the 1 st 3 years of his service , 
otherwise than as a penalty, the average emoluments may , at the dis retion 
of the authority which has power to sanct on the Gratuity under these Regu 
lations, be treated as the emoluments. 

PART - IV 
Constitution and Maintenance of the Fund 
8. Constitution : (1 ) There shall be a fund called the Kerala Khadi and 
Village Industries Board Gratuity Fund and it shall be maintained in rupees. 

(2 ) The fund shall be administered by the Secretary on behalf of the 
Kerala Khadi and Village Industries Board a : d shall have cu.tody of the 
records of the funds. 

9. All the moneys of the Fund shall be invested in such manner as 
decided by the Board with the previous sanction of Government. 

10. (1) The amount invested per 9 above , shall not be liable 
to attachment under any decree or order of any Civil, Revenue or Criminal 
Court and neither the official assig: zee nor any receive appointed under 
the Insolvency Act shall he entitled to or have any claim on such amount. 

(2 ) In the event of the winding up of the Bo.rd , ihe Government 
shall arrange for the payment of gratuity to the existing beneficiaries as 1.id 
down in Regulation 6 above. 

11. The gratuity payable shall be made payable and paid only in 
India . 

12. (a ). The contributions to the Fund shall be made by the Board 
at the rate of 4 6 / 1 % of the emoluments of each employee during each year. 

(b) So much of the con ribution as cannot be prope ly treated as 
ordinary annual contribution shall be treated as initial contributions in 
respect of the post services of the employees and such co tribution shall not 
exceed 4 6 /1 % of the employec s salary for each year of his past services. 

PART - V 
13 . (a ) An employce shall as soon as he completes five years of 
qualifying services make a nomina: on conferring on one or more persons of 
his family the right to receive any gratuity that may be sanctioned under 
Pari III and any gratuity which having become admissible to him has not 
been paid to him before death . 

Whilc a nomination as also any change therein will normally be made 
by an emploi ce during service , he may make a nomination after sup.ran . 
nuation but belore getting payment , in case he so desires: 
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Provided that if at the time of making the nomination , the employee 
has a family, the n mination shall not be in favour of any person or persons 
other than the members of his iamily . 

(b ) In the case ofan employce having no f mily, the nomination 
may be made in favour of a person or persons or a body of persons corporate 
or incorporate . 

14 . If an employee nominates more than one person under Regulation 
13 he shall specify in the nomination the amount of shar : payable to each of 
the nominees in such manner as to cover the whole amount of the gratuity . 

15. An employee may provide in a nomination : 

(a ) In re pect of any specified nominee , that in the event of his 
predeceasing the employee , the right conferred upon that nominee shall pais 
to such othermember of the employees family as may be specified in the 
nomination . 

(b ) that the nomination shall become invalid in the event of the 
happening of a contingency , specified the ein . 

16. The nomination made by an employee who has no family shall 
become invalid in his subs:quently acquiring a family. 

11. (a) Every nomination sha l be in such one of the forms shown in 
the Annexure A to D as may be appropriate in the circumstances of the case. 

(6 ) An employee may at any tim : cancel a nomination by sending a 
notice in writing to the app op.iate authority, prov ded that the employee 
shall, along with such notice send a fresh nim nation made in accordance 
w.th these regulations and a Certificate as follows: 
“ This nomination supersedes the no nination made by me earlier on 

. (date ) which stands cancelled . 
18. Immediately on the death of a nominee in respect of whom no 
special provision has been made in th : nomination under clause (a ) of 
Regulation 15 or on the occurrence of any event by reason ofwhich the 
niminati in becomes invalid in pursuance of clause (b ) of th t Regulation of 
Regulation 16, the employee shall send to the appropriate authority a notice 
in writing formally cancelling the nomination , together with a fresh nomina . 
tion made in accordance with these Regulations. 

19. Every nomination made and every notice of cancellation given by 
an employee under these Regulations shall be sent by the employce to the 
Head of his office. Immediately on receipt of a nomination or the 
notice of cancellation , the head of the office shall countersign it indicating 
the date or receipt and forward it to the Secretary of the B ard who shall 
inva iably acknowledge the receipt of the nomination forms or the notice of 
cancellation as the case may be. 

20. Every nomination made and every notice of cancellation given by 
an employee, shall, to the extent it is valid , taks effect on the date on which 
it is received by the Secretary of the Board . 
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PART-- VI 
21. On the occurrence of any of the events at which the gratuity 
becomes payable the employee, the nominee or the other claimant as the 
case may be shall apply in the form shown as Annexure " E " or " F " as the 
case may be to the Secretary to the Board through the head of the office 
under whom the employee was last working. In case the en ployee was the 
head of an office himself the application shall be sent to the Secretary direct. 

The Secretary shall cause a verification of the application by the 
Accounts Officer and sanction the payment of the gratuity as per these 
Regulations . 

PART - VII 

Relaxation and Modifications 
22. Any relaxation or modificaʻion to the foregoing regulations may 
be made in consonance to the relevant provisions in the K. S. R. issued by 
Government fiom time to time. 

PART VIII 

Interpretation 
23. If any question or doubt arises relating to the interpretation of 
these Regulations, it shall be decided upon by the Chairman with strict 
reference to the relevant provision of ihe Kerala Service Rules .

29-7-1974 published in their Gazette under Sub section (3) of Section 10A 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Central Act 14 of 1947 ) has referred 
an industrial dispute between The Travancore Plywood Industries Limited , 
Punalur and the workmen represented by the unions published therein for 
my arbitration .

Plywood Industries, Punalur, is a fully Government-owned Company employ 
ing 450 employees. The Company was running at a profit till the accoun 
ing year 1967-68 . The pa ;ment of BonusAct cameinto force in 1935. 
the enactment of the Bonus Act, i.e. till 1964-65 , bonus was paid in 
Company at varying rates as agreed to by negotiation with unions. Fro : 
1964 65 to 1971-72, the work -rs were paid 20 % bonus irrespective of pro ? 
Inss. According to the unions, for this period twenty per cent bonus W 

-nilaterally_by_management without any settlement with her 
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The Company started an expansion programme in 1967. From that time the 
Company was incurring loss progressively. None- the-less they were paying 
twenty per cent of the pay of the employees as bonus. In 1972-73 , Gove 
ernment of Kerala decided to pay only the minimum bonus of 8.1/3rd % 
sanctioned under the law on bonus to employees of Government-owned 
companies which did notmake a profit . In other words, Government want 
ed only the bonus entitled under the law on bonus, namely Payment of 
Bonus Act, to be paid . In spite of this , on the representation of Unions to 
Government, they allowed the Company in question to pay 16.2/3rd % to be 
paid to the employees taking into consideration the peculiar circumstances 
of the case. Though the claim statements do not elaborate these peculiar 
circumstances, it has come in evidence that this was occasioned because 
8.1/3rd % had already been paid to the employees as advance bonus at the 
time of the re-opening of schoo s as was done in previous years. So during 
Onam when usually bonus in other Government-owned companies were 
paid , another 8.1/3rd % was sanctioned to be paid . So already for the year 
in question i. e. 1972-73, a bonus of 16.2/31d % has been paid. Therefore, 
for this year, the claim of unions is with regard to the firther payment of 
3.1/3rd % of wages or salary as bonus. This is claimed as conventional 
bonus in their claim statements . 

The contention of the unions is vehemently refuted in the counter 
statement of management. According to them , the very idea of conven . 
tional bonus is erroneous. The past payments of bonus at 20 % for seven 
years were made only as a temporary expedient and as instructed by the 
Government. It is idle for the unions to quote them as precedent or to 
discern in them any principle warranting payment of bonus at the same 
rate . The claim also cannot be supported either on the ground that wages 
fall short of living standards. The loss of Company from the time of 
expansion i. e. 1968-69 is as follows:

There has been no return on the paid up capital of Rs. 48,53,530 or 
on the working capital of Rs. 15 lakhs. The reiurn on capital should rank 
for precedence before bonus. There is no available surplus and lerce the 
claim above the minimum bonus cannot be sustained . According to 
the management, the claim of the unions cannot also be sustained as the 
trading profits do not warrant it. It cannot be justificd even to fill up the 
gap between the actual wage and living wage.

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In the rejoinders submitted by unions, they underscored the conven 
tional nature of the bonus paid in the Company for seven years. So svake 

unions 
Company - They speak in terms of the claim statement of the unions for 
conventional bonus. The trend of the cross-examination is aimed mainly at 
bringing out that wage increments were effected as a result of an agreement 
with unions in 1973. The agreement is marked Exhibit Al... 

The management has examined the Managing Director of the Company 
as their witness. - He proves Exhibits M - l to M - 18 . Exhibits M -1 to M -8 
are the true copies of abstracts from the resolutions of the Board of Directors 
and the Government orders thereon regarding paymentof bonus to employees. 
from 1968-69 to 1971-72. Exhibits M - 9 is a true copy of the Government 
Order sanctioning payment of 16.2/3rd % as bonus in the peculiar circum 
stances of the case and stating that the dispute regarding the claim of 20 % 
bonus be left to arbitration . Exhibit M - 10 proved by M.W. 1 is a statement 
showing the increments in wages of employees earned in 1967. Exhibit M -11 
shows the increase in quantum of bonus paid to employees from 1967-68 to 
1971-1972. Exhibit M - 12 to Exhibit M - 15 relate to the payment of bonus for 
the year 1971 to 72 Exhibit- M -15 is the comparative statement of bonus 
paid to the err ployees from 1946-47 to 1972-73. Exhibit M - 16 is a notice by the 
Conciliation Officer, Quilon ;pcalling a conference on 19.6-1972 to settle the 
dispute on bonus. Exhibit M -17 series is the annual reports of the Company 
from 1965-66 to 1973-74.0 Exhibit M -18 is a copy of a statement showing 
the profit and loss account for 1973-74. , M.W. I also proves Exhibit wi 
which is a letter written by the Company addressed to one of the cunions 
stating that Government had sanctioned 16.2/3rd % -as 

as bonus as an 
exceptional case and that question of further payment may be left to 
arbitration . M.W.1 was Managing Director of the Company for the last 
three years. He deposes that in the years 1965 to 1968 , the Company had 
earned a profit and hence paid bonus of 20 % which is the maximum under 
the Paymentof Bonus Act. Hefurther says that from 1968-69 to 1972-73 , 
the company was running at a loss. He also swears that as stated in 
Exhibit M - 1 to MS, four per cent minimum bonus was paid to employees 
under the Act and 16 % was paid as ex -gratia . In 1972-73, there was 
Government order to the effect that those companies which did not earn a 
profit should pay only 8.1/3rd % -as bonus which was provided in the new 
Bonus Law . He states that in all the years when there was profit , the 
management had held discussions with unions. He also deposes that there 
was a strike notice on the question of payment of bonus for 1972-73. 
He speaks of the higher cost of production in his company compared with 
similar units elsewhere. The labour cost is 25 % in Travancorer Plywoods 
whereas it is 10 to 12 % in other , Plywood factories . " He states that the 
total loss for the last five years from 1968-69 amounts to Rs. 58 Jakhs. In 
the cross- examination , M.W.I admits that the workers had not agreed to 
any ex -gratia payment. Headds that payment of 20 % bonus also was not 
the result of any agreement. He does not agree with the suggestion in the 
Cross -examination that this Company should not aim to earn profit since it is 


a Public Sector Company . He explains that the loss from 1967-68 was 
caused by expansion , higher cost of raw materials and also due to increase 
in enioluments of workers . In the re- examination he clarified how in 
1972-73 a bonus of 16 1/3 % was paid . It was usual to pay 8 1/3 % of 
the salary or wages as advance bonus before the re -opening of schools . It 
was after that the Government Order was issued . Therefore, another 
8 1/3 % had to be paid before Onam and that was sanctioned as an 
exceptional case . He 

says there is no custom of payment of festival bonus 
with companya What was paid was only annual bonus.

1 In the light of the evidence adduced in the case and the law as it exists 
at present, the issue as to whether the employees of the Company in question 
are entitled to lwenty per cent of their annual earnings as conventional 
bonus for the year 1972-1973 is to be decided . At the outset, it has to be 
stated that there is nothing known to industrial adjudication as " conven 
tional bonus." This word is used in Exhibit M -9 , the Government Order 
dated 26th September 1973 , suggesting reference of the issue to arbitration . 
What is meant by conventional bonus is customary bonus or traditional 
bonus, the terms usually used in Industrial relations and adjudication . The 
management was prepared to concede that the term conventional bonus used 
in this reference is synonimous with customary or traditional bonus. 
ofthe 

Shri P. O. Spencer, President of the Punalur Plywood Factory Workers 
Union and Mr. Johnson representing the Travancore Plywood Industries 
Staff Union who argued the case for the unions traced the history of payment 
of bonus in the Company. According to them prior to 1964-65, bonus was 
paid at varying rates as a result of settlement with unions. After the 
enactment of payment of Bonus Act i.e. from bonus years from 1964-65.to 
1971-72, it was paid at twenty per cent the maximum bonus provided in the 
Act. It was paid two times in a year, 8 1/3 per cent as advance bonus at 
the time of the re- opening of the schools and balance of 11 2/3 per cent 
before Onam . According to them the payment of twenty per cent bonus 
has become a term of service of the employees due to - continuous payments 
made even ring the years oss i.e. the years after 1967-68 upto 1971-72 . 

This continuous payment of twenty per cent bonus for the last seven years 
has established an implied term of contract. Therefore , it is the contention 
of the unions that they are entitled to the same percentage of bonus for the 
year 1972-73 also which is in dispute . They have quoted a few decisions 
Regarding Puja bonus and customary bonus. They mainly rely on the 
decision of the Supreme Court of India in Graham Trading Company 
(India ) Ltd., and their Wokmen reported in 1959 (Vol. II) LLJ, P. 393 , 
where the principles in deciding as to whether the claim for customary or 
tradtional bonus were laid down. In a claim for customary or traditional 
bonus, the principles to be considered according to that judgment were 
briefly as follows:

Th : fects of the 
present case are almost the same as in Muller and Fhilips (India ) Ltd., case 
according to the unions and they stare that for the year 1972-73 also the 
employees in the Tr3r3ncore P.ywoods Linired are entitled to the same rate 
of bonus as paid in previous seven years. 

Mr. G. Sadasivan Nair , Advocate foz temanagement, rerutes the claim 
of implied term of contract to pay cuscomary or traditional bonus. There 
is no dispute on the facts relating to payments bitherto made. He also 
traces tie history of payment so made. The Company was making profits 
upto 1957-63 and hence even after the enactment of the Bonis Act, the 
maziman bonus was paid till 1971-72 . In 1967 to 1963, the Company 
entered into an expansion ta sia ; lowa from Government. After expansion , 
they started incurring loss except for a small ma-gin of profit for the year 
1973-74. Tee loss for the five years since 1963-69 ag regated to over Rs. 58 
lakhs, wiping out the entire paid up capital of Rs. 48 lakas. The managem 
meat also has poisted out that since 1967 , there ha : been an increase in 
Wages ranging from 167 % to 295. According to Exh . J - 10 sta :ement, an 
unskilled male worker gettiag Ri. 152/25 per month in 1967 now earns 
Rs. 333/50. The unions do not questi a the fact that Exh. 11-17 series 
showiag the statemeat of ac :ounts of the Company present a gloomy and 
dismal picture. The learned advocate for the management further argued 
that after the enactment of the Payment of Boow Ace 1963 , the terms and 
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conditions of payment of boņus should be governed by that legislation and 
no further claim for customary bonus could be legally entertained . Even 
before this legislation , he quoted several decisions to show that a customary 
bonus should be one that was paid on the occasion of a festival which was 
not the case in the present instance. He also pointed out from Board 
resolutions of the Company Exh . M - 1, M - 3 , M -5 and M -7 the circumstances 
under which payment of bonus was made in the years when the Company 
incurred loss. The Board resolutions had stated that the minimum 4 % 
bonus was paid as the law then laid down and the remaining 16 % as ex 
gratia . That was done during the loss years as the Company was incurring 
loss mainly due to expenses incurred for expansion and for teething troubles 
after ex pan ion . Therefore , the Management contends that the claim for a 
conventional or customary bonus cannot be sustained either in law or on 
fact in the present case. 

The only question to be decided is whether twenty per cent bonus as 
conventional or customary bonus as clained by unions is to be paid . 
According to me that has to be decided mainly on a decision to be taken 
wheiher there can be a claim for annual bonus Outside the Payment of 
Bonus Act 1965 as amended from time to time. All the decisions cited both 
Ly management and unions regarding customary bonus relate mainly to 
cases prior to the enactment of bonus legislation which has little relevance 
at present. The question whether the Payment ofBinus Act is comprehen 
sive and whether labour can legally claim bonus outside the 

Act was 
elaborately and exhaustively gone into by the Supreme Court of India in 
Sanghri Ghewarchand and others and Madras Chillies, Grains and Kirana 
Merchants Workers Union (by Secretary) and others reported in 1969 
(Vol. I) P. 719. In this case, the claim of the Union was that the workers 
employed in concerns where less than twenty persons wer : employed were 
getting regularly bonus prior to the enactment of the Bonus Act and that 
they should continue to get it even after the Act has excluded such small 
concerns from its coverage. After going into the history of the Bonus legis 
lation in India and its background, the Supreme Court rejected the claim 
based on long usage and stat d that it could not accept the contentiod 
suggested on behalf of the respondents that the Act is not an exhaustive 
dealiny comprchensively with the subject matter of binus in all its aspects " ) 
Their deciion categorically laid down the principle that no one could rais 
a dispute through industrial adjudication or under the Industrial Dispute 
Act or on other corresponding liw regarding payment of bonus outside th 
provisions or the payment of Bonus Act. The facts of this case have sim 
ſarily with the case cited above in the sense that in both cases the employed 
claimed bonus since they w re used 10 get a particular payment of annu 
bon is in the past years. This claim was repelled by their Lordship ; of th 
Supreme Court of India in the above case. Their Lordships also discuss 
elaborately S. ction 39 of the Payment of Bonus Act stating that this Act 
in addition to and not in derogation of the Industrial Disputes Act ar 
found that this provision is made only to provide a machinery for setti 
disputes arising out of the application of the Bonus Act. That does 
enable any one to raise a claim outside the Payment of Bonus Act. 
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be referred to arbitration . If as stated in para 2 , the workers have a claim 
for conventional bonus of 20 % , it passes one s comprehension as to why the 
matter has to be referred to arbitration . This is only one example of the casual 
manner in which such matters are dealt with . 

Be that as it may, in the light of the discussion on evidence and law on 
the subject, I hold that the employees of the Travancore Plywood Industries 
Limited , Punalur are not entitled to receive 20 % of the salary or wages as 
conventional bonus for the year 1972-73 as claimed by the trade unions 
representing employees. I decide accordingly .

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AWARD 


This Industrial Dispute has been referred to this Court for adjudication 
by Government by Order G.O. Rt. No. 1601/68 /HLD dated 8-6-1968 and 
the issue involved therein relates to the legality of the dismissal of one 
C. R. Raphael, who was working as a clerk in the service of the Trichur 
District Co -operative Bank Ltd. 

2. On behalf of the dismissed employee , the Secretary of the Trichur 
District Co -operative Bank Employees Association has filed a written 
statement. His contentionsmay be summarised as follows : 

3 . Sri C. R. Raphael was appointed as a probationary clerk in the 
Trichur District Co -operative Bank Ltd., Trichur (referred to herein as a 
Bank)on 5-2-1965. On 6-5-1965 he was put on a scale of Rs. 40-120 as a Lower 
Division Clerk . He was then posted as Bank Inspector, Pazhayannur from 
where he was deputed to the Kolazhy Service Co-operative Society as its 
Secretary. He was given the usual annual increment on 6-5-1966 . While he 
was working there he was reverted to the Bank s service without assigning 
any reason whatsoever . 

4. On his rcversion , he reported for duty on 8-9-1966 whereupon he 
was served with an order of suspension effective from the date of reversion . 
In thememo it was alleged that the Executive Committee at their meeting 
held on 27-8-1966 had resolved to place him under suspension , pending 
enquiry into the serious irregularities noted in the discharge of his duties as 
Secretary of the Kolazhy Society . This was followed by a memo of 
allegations dated 9-10-66 , and he was asked to offer his explanation in 
writing. On 24-10-66 he submitted his explanation denyig the charges levelled 
against him . On 30-11-66 a memo was issued by the Bank, asking him to 
appear for an equiry on 3-12-66 . He appeared for the enquiry and the 
President and Secretary put to him certain questions which were recorded 
and he was asked to sign the same without even giving him an opport 
unity to peruse the same. No other witnesses were examined , nor any 
documents exhibited . 


a 


5. On 4-1-67 Sri Raphael received registered letter 
intimating that the Board of Directors met on 24-12-66 and considered the 
charges against him and were satisfied that the charges have been proved . 
The Board has, therefore, decided to call upon him to show cause whyhe 
should not be dismissed from service . Subsequent to the issue of the above 
memo, the Secretary of the Bank suggested that it would be advisable for 
Sri Raphael to tender an appology in which case the matter will be closed 
as was done in various other cases before . Therefore the Union Secretary 
advised Sri Raphael to do accordingly . On receipt of the same another 
memo was issued to him on 20-1-67 asking whether he requires to examine 
any witnesses or to peruse any registers or documents. In reply to the same 
he informed the Secretary of the Bank that at that stage he does not propose 
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to give any further evidence . On 4-5-67 Sri Raphael received a registered 
letter containing the copy of the proceedings of the resolution of the Board 
dated 23-4-67, ordering his removal from service with effect from the date 
of suspension . 

6. The matter was then taken up before the District Labour Officer, 
Trichur. On the basis of the discussion at the conference Sri Rapael filed 
an appeal before the Board for a reconsideration of the order . But, 
contrary to the assurance given at the conference , the appeal was rejected . 
Though a number of conferences were held subseqently no settlement could 
be arrived at due to the recalcitrant attitude taken up by the Bank. The 
matter was therefore referred for adjudication . 

7 . The union subinits that the enquiry alieged to have been conducted 
by the Bank and the subsequent removal from service are prima- facie 
illegal and unsustainable. It is therefore prayed that the dimissal order be 
set aside and the employee reinstated in service with back wages. 

8. A reply statement has been filed by the President of the District 
Co-operative Bank Ltd., wherein the following contentions have been raised . 
Sri C.R. Raphael who was an Inspector of the Bank was deputed to the 
Kolazhi Service Co-operative Society as its Secretary. On receiving 
a report regarding the various irregularities committed by him in the 
discharge of his duties as Secretary , the management resolved to conduct an 
enquiry against him , and pending enquiry he was reverted as clerk and then 
placed under suspension . A charge memo was duly served on him and he 
was asked to submit his explanation in writing. On receiving his explana 
tion the management resolved to conduct an enquiry into the charges 
levelled against him . The charges were enquired into in detail. The 
statement given by the employee during the enquiry was recorded and the 
proceedings of the enquiry were considered by the management on 
24-12-1966 . As the charges appeared to have been proved he was asked to 
show cause why his services should not be terminated . Then on 11-1-67 
the employee submitted an application admitting the charges and praying for 
mercy as a first offender. The same was considered by the Director Board , 
and by a memo dated 20-1-1967 he was informed that he might state 
whether he required any witness to be examined or any document or 
register to be perused and if so to name the documenis and registers to be 
perused . He explained that he had no further contentions to make apart 
from those already made and stating that the mistakes if any made by him 
were not wilful but made out of inexperience. The explanation was again 
considered by the management which on being satisfied that charges 3,4 , 
5 (a ), 6 and 7 had been duly proved resolved to remove him from service. 
The enquiry conducted against him was proper and valid and he was rightly 
removed from service . There was violation of the principles of 
natural justice and cvery opportunity had 

been given him 
to adduce evidence. Thc management therefore 

prays 

that 
claim for reinstatement of the employee he rejected .

The Secretary has filed a replication repudiating the contentions 
of the management and reiterating the claims in his written statement. 


10. The points arising for determination in this proceeding are whether 
the dismissal of Sri Raphael can be justified and if not whether he is 
entiiled to be reinstated in service with back wags. 


11. The facts of the case are not in serious dispute. Sri Raphael 
was first appointed as a probationary clerk in the Trichur District 
Co- operative Bank Ltd. on 5-2-1965 and on 6-5-1965 he was placed 
on a scale of Rs. 40-120 as a Lower Division Clerk . He was subsequently 
promoted as Bank Inspector and posted to Pazhayannur and then sent on 
deputation as Secretary to the Service Co -operative Society, Kolazhi. 
While working as Secretary he was reverted as Clerk to the Bank s service 
and then placed under suspension with effect from the date of reversion . An 
enquiry was conducted against him and on considering the enquiry report 
the management resolved to terminate his services with effect from the date 
of his suspension . 


12. The law is fairly well settled that in case of dismissal for 
mis conduct the Labour Court will interfere (1) when there is want of good 
faith (2 ) where there is victimization or unfair labour practice (3 ) where 
the management has been guilty of a basic error or when there has been a 
violation of the principles of natural justice and (4 ) when on the materials 
the finding is totally baseless or perverse . The argument advanced on behalf 
of the dismissed employee is that the enquiry conducted against him by the 
management was no enquiry at all and that at any rate it was violative of 
the principles ofnatural justice. It appears that there is sufficient force in 
this argument. At first, after suspension , Sri Raphael was given a memo 
of the allegations against him and he was asked to offer his explanation for 
the same. Along with the memo of ailegations a charge - sheet, was also 
served on him . They have been respectively marked as Exhibits W.1 and 
W.2 . Exhibit W.3. is the true copy of the explanation 

submitted 
by him . On 30-11-1966 he was directed by memo evidenced by Exhibit 
W.4 to appear for an enquiry to be held on 3-12-1966 . The President and 
Secretary of the Trichur District Co- operative Bank were directed by 
the Director Board to conduct the enquiry and make a report . Sri Raphael 
appeared for the enquiry as directed , but it appears that instead of 
conducting an enquiry into the charges levelled against him by examining 
witnesses and giving him an opportunity to cross -examine them if necessary, 
he was asked by the enquiring authority whether he had anything more to 
say than what he had already given in writing . Naturally he had nothing 
more to add and he was then asked to go away . An enquiry report was 
submitted , a copy of which has been marked as Exhibit È.12 , on which a 
resolution was passed by the Board of Directors of the bank on 1-1-1967 
which reads as follows: 
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" ശീ , റാഫേലിന്റെ പേരിൽ ഉന്നയിക്കപ്പെട്ട ആരോപണങ്ങൾ തെളിയിക്ക 
പ്പെട്ടിരിക്കുന്നതായി ബാർഡ് കരുതുന്നു . ടി യാനെ സർവ്വീസിൽനിന്നും 
പിരിച്ചയക്കാതിരിക്കാൻ കാരണമുണ്ടെങ്കിൽ പതിനഞ്ചു ദിവസത്തിനകം 

ബാധിപ്പിക്കുന്നതിന് ആവശ്യപ്പെടുവാൻ തീരുമാനിച്ചു . ” 
A memo was accordingly issued to him to show -cause why his service 
should not be terminated . He submitted his reply evidenced by Exhibit W.6 . 
Thereafter Exhibit W.7 memo was served on him enquiring whether he had 
any witness or documents to substantiate his case . He replied to it by 
Exhibit W.8 dated 6-2-1967. Nothing happened for over two months and on 
27-4-1967 an order was communicated to him terminating his services with 
effect from the date of his suspension . Exhibit W.9 is the copy of the order . 

13. From what has been stated above"it is clear that the enquiry 
conducted against the cmployee was not proper; nor did it conform to the 
principles of natural justice. As a matter of fact no evidence was taken in 
the presence of the employee . The documents relied on by the enquiring 
authority were not duly proved by examining the person who prepared 
them . Some reports prepared by certain officers were used against him in 
the course of the enquiry without giving him copies thereof and without 
giving him an opportunity to cross -examine the persons with reſerence to 
the reports made by them . It was after the Board of Director resolved to 
terminate his services that a memo had been served on him to adduce 
evidence to substantiate his defence. The procedure adopted by the 
enquiring authority was, to say the least, improper . Here is a case when 
a charge memo had been served on the employee who filed his written 
statement of defence completely repudiating the charge. No evidence was 
taken on the charge and yet a report was submitted stating that all the 
charges made against him were proved . The Director Board concurred in 
the findings, but when the memo was served on the delinquent clerk some 
only of the charges were alleged to have been proved. An enquiry conducted 
with such procedure cannot be supported and a dismissal based on such 
enquiry cannot be upheld . 

14. It is however, contended on behalf of themanagement that the 
enquiry even if vitiated , the findings entered therein could be upheld if 
the delinquent employee had admitted the charge. My attention has been 
drawn to his reply Exhibit W.6 wherein he is said to have admitted the 
charge and craved for indulgence . It is true that he craved for indulgence 
when he was served with a notice to show cause why he should not be 
dismissed from service. At that stage the charges brought against him 
were held to have been proved and no alternative was now left to him butto 
pray for mercy . Any admission of guilt coupled with mercy at that stage 
cannot be construed as an admission of the charges. Had he admitted the 
charge in his written statement of defence it could be accepted as an admission 
of guilt and a formal enquiry in that case could be dispensed with . But in 
his written statement of defence be repudiated the charge and invited a 
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formal enquiry into them . So the appointing authority was bound to conduct 
a proper enquiry in view of the denial of the charge, in conformity with 
the principles of natural justice. This was not done in this case . 


15. Even assuming that there was a proper and valid enquiry it is 
still open to this court to interfere with the findings of the enquiring 
authority if on thematerials before it those findings are completely baseless 
or perverse. Although no fewer than 7 charges were brought against 
Sri Raphael and all of them were found to have been proved , only charges 
3, 4 , 5 (a ), 6 and 7 were communicated to him as being proved beyond 
doubt. Therefore it is sufficient to confine our enquiry in regard to those 
charges only . Charge No. 3 is that cash sales of ration shop No. 194 
amounting to Rs. 456.85 was brought to account only on 16-8-66 although 
it was received on 1-8-66 . Evidently to society was not put to any serious 
loss by the conduct of the Secretary although it amounts to a temporary 
misappropriation of the funds of the Society . Nevertheless, it has come out 
in evidence that the delay in bringing the amount to account was due to 
reason beyond his control. Ration shop No. 194 was being conducted by one 
Sakthidharan . On a report made by Sri Raphael to the Bank about the 
irregularities in conducting the ration shop the said Sakthidharan was 
transferred to another post. Sri Raphael and two members of the Director 
Board went to the ration shop to verify the stock and to relieve 
Sakthidharan of his charge. At first a shortage of 71 kg . of rice was detected . 
At that time the Taluk Supply Officer came to the ration shop for inspection 
and making a note of this shortage he went away . But on subsequent veri 
fication the shortage was found to be 4 quintals of rice but Sakthidharan 
stuck to the position that the shortage was only 71 kgs. and hence refused to 
sign the verification report. On this account there occurred some delay in 
relieving Sakthidharan and putting another person in his place and consequ 
ently , there was also some delay in receiving the cash balance and entering 
the same in the account book . This explanation for the delay in entering 
the amount in the accounts of the society appears on the face of it 
able and convincing : If this explanation was not acceptable to the enquiry 
officer s they should have examined the witnesses who were conversant vith 
the facts. This was not done and the explanation was rejected without any 
apparent reason . It is thus seen that the finding on charge No. 3 was 
completely baseless . 

16. Charge No. 4 was as vague as it was indefinite . It is seen from 
the records that Sri Raphael was effectively supervising the working of 
the ration shops and the aforesaid Sakthidharan was transferred , as already 
indicated , on his report. The finding on that charge was therefore baseless 
and perverse . 
17. Sri Raphael is said to have purchased robin 

blue for 
Rs. 502.82 when there was no demand for the same in the locality . This 
was the subject matter of charge No. 5 (a ). His action is seen to have been 


reason 
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condoned by the Board of Directors which directed the robin blue to be 
sold in auction . As a matter of fact it was sold for a higher price in auction 
thereby netting a small profit for the society . An action once condored 
should not have been made the subject matter of a charge . 

18. Charge No. 6 is that he made illegal transactions with outsiders 
by purchasing manure from F. A. C. T. and selling the same to a person 
who was not a member of the society . The enquiring authority has totally 
misunderstood the scope of the transaction and entered a perverse finding 
aga inst Sri Raphael. It is seen that the manure was sold to a member but 
actually the delivery was taken by a non -member. The legality of a tran 
saction cannot be determined with reference to the status of the person who 
took delivery of the manure but as a matter of fact, it was sold to a member 
on whose behalf a non -member took possession of the same. I see nothing 
wrong in the transaction . 

19. The last charge of having tampered with certain kuri receipts by 
altering the dates thereof cannot also be said to have been properly sub 
stantiated without taking evidence. In the enquiry the clerk who is alleged 
to have altered the dates at the instance of Sri Raphael was not examined . 
The alleged defaulter Unnikrishna Warrier for whose benefit the alterations 
is said to have been made was also not examined . Without recording their 
evidence it is difficult to see how a finding of guilt could be entered against 
Sri Raphael. The finding on charge No. 6 is therefore perverse. 

20. Thus it is seen that not only the enquiry conducted against the 
dismissed employee was vitiated , but the finding entered on cach of the 
charges was also baseless and perverse. When the enquiry conducted by 
the opposite party is found to be vitiated it is still open to him to adduce 
evidence with a view to sustain the findings arrived at; but no such evidence 
has been adduced in this case. It follows that the dismissal of Sri Raphael 
cannot be supported and has to be set aside. 

21. The question then arises as to whether Sri Raphael should be 
reinstated unconditionally with the right to claim the entire back wages or 
he should be reinstated with the loss of all or any portion of the back wages . 
I see no ground to deny him any portion of the back wages since his 
dismissal was clearly unjustified and for no reason whatsoever. 

22. In the result , an award is passed dircting the Board of Directors 
of the Trichur District Co-operative Bank Ltd., to r instate Sri Raphael 
with the benefit of all back wages from the date of his sus,sension less any 
amount given him by way of subsistence allowance during the period of 
suspension 

The award shall come into force on the expiry of thirty days from the 
date of its publication in the Kerala Government Gazette .

AWARD 
This Industrial dispute between the above parties was referred 
to this Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per G. O.RT. No. 
516 /74/LBR dated 1-6-1974 . The only issue referred for adjudication 
is as follows: 
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“ Dismissal of Shri M. P. Philip , Secretary ." . 
2 Pursuant to sin mans the parties appeared and submitted their 
Vakalaths and the workman submitted his claim statement in which it 
Was contead : d as follows: 

“ The dismi sal of the workman from the service of the society is 
prima facie illegal and it is unsustainable in law . No domestic enquiry 
was condicted by the Board of Directors of thc said Society before 
they finally passed the verdict of dismissal of the workman . The 
workman was no: given any opportunity for defending his case and 
establishing his innocence with ref :renc : to the relevant entries in the 
recor Is of the Society . Though the workma Secretary, was suspended 
pend ng enquiry, the order of suspension reached the Secretary only on 
30-5-1973 with a letter dited 25-5.1973 . There are no reasonable grounds 
for taking such a drastic action against the Secretary such as suspension 
from service or dismissal from service. The explanation furnished by the 
Secret-:ry was not even consi le elby the Board of Directors in relation 
to the documents. No subsistanc : allon an " e was given to the applicant 
from 30-5-1973 to 30-6-1973 , v z., the period of suspension . 

Sılary due to th : S :cretary for the month of May 1973 was not given 
to him . The Secretary has furnish :d a cash securry of Rs. 500 in the 
Society of which no mention is made the order of dismissal." 

Th : d sinissed Secretary concluded his claim statement with a prayer 
that he is entitled to reinstatement with back arrears and back wages 
dat ng from 1-5 . 973 till the dite of reinstate:nent and other emoluments 
to which he is en itled to . 


3. The case was there after posted for the reply statement of the 
Management and notice was is,ued to the Management since both th : 
Management as well as the r counsel were ab ent on the date when the 
claim stateme it was filedby the Secretary . O. the next adjournment 
also , bith the Manigement as well as their 

Coursel

absint and so the Management was declared ex parte and the 
cise was sted for ex parte videnc :, ard heari g issuing notice to the 
Managemen . On the final dite , viz., on 11-12-1974 also , the Management 
and th . ir coarel were absint and so the ex partr order was ma e absolute 
and th : w min 5 cretac , was ex inined as wwi, who has ma.k :d Exts . 
WI a .d W2alsɔ . Taemitter was then finally heard . 

4 In tie sworn statement of the dismissed Secretary he has deposed 
as follows: 

“ I am the agirieved Secretary in this case . All the facts mentioned 
in my cla m statement a e tru : and correct. I am unjustifiably and illegally 
ds.n ssed fron service . I was appointed as a clerk at first in the Society 
on 15-11-1968 . I was promoted as the Secretary of the Society on 6-11-1972 .

On 25-5-1973 I was forcibly ousted from the office by the President and the 
Board Members of the Society . No enquiry was conducted against me. I 
was not informed of any cha ge ; aguinst me. My prayer is that I must be 
reinstated in service with full bick wiges and continuity of service . 
not given the subs stence allowance also during the suspension period . My 
prayer is that I must also get the susbsistence allowance. After ousting , the 
President issued me a memo. That was on 4-6-1973. In that memo certain 
allegations were recorded . I have given a reply to that also . The mºmo 
given to me on 4-6-1973 is marked as Ext. Wi. The true copy of my 
reply to the sameis marked as Ext. W2. No enquiry was conducted after 
receiving my reply . There was no opportunity for me to prove my 
innocence. I am dismi:sed from service since I was not acting according to 
the interest of the Board members. I pray that I may also be given my 


costs . " 


5. As I have mentioned above neither the Management s representa 
tive nor their counsel were present continuously and so WWI the 
Secretary was not cross-examined . Of course , the Management has not 
even cared to submit their reply statement although they have engaged a 
counsel . The efore it seems that the Management is definitely ca eless 
about the result of this adjudication . At any rate the dismissal of Sh i 
M. P. Philip appears to be unjustifiable, especially since he was dismissed 
without any notice and without conducting any enquiry whatsocver . 
Shri M.P. Philip has deposed in his sworn statement that on 25-5-1973 the 
President and the Board members have forcibly necked him out without 
ass gning any reuso 1 whatsoever and he was thereafter not allowed to work . 
This kind of ac.ion on the port of the Management of a Society is utterly 
unjustifiable and cruel. It has comein evidence that Shri M. P. Philip 
was working in the Society since 15.11-1968 as a clerk and thereafter he was 
promoted to the position of the Secretary on 6-11-1972 . Anyhow , there is 
no reason for meto disbelieve the Secretary on any score and therefore I 
accept the contentions of the worker in toto and declare that the action of 
the Management dismissing Shri M. P. Philip from service is unjust fi: ble 
and illegal. 

6. In the circumstances of the case I have no hesitation to com ; to 
the conclusion that th : only relief that is to be granted to the workman 
concerned is the reinstatement in scrvice with full back wages and 
continuity of service. Therefore I hereby direct the Management to 
reinstate Shri M. P. Philip in service as Secretary ofthe Society with effect 
fom 25-5-1973 with full back wages including the salary of May 1973 and 
continuity of service . " It is also only just and reasonable on my part to 
direct the Management to pay Shri M. P. Philip Rs. 100 as cost for this 
adjudication and I do so . 


7. I pass this award in termi specificd above and this award shall 
come into force on the expiry of thirty days from the date of its publication 
in the Government Gazette.

An industrial dispute existing between the above partia was re 
ferred to this Tribunal for adjudication by Government of Kerala as per 
Order No. G. O. (Rt.) 591/74/LBR dated 24-6-1974 . The issue referred is 
the following: 
Termination of service of Sri V.P. Korukutty by Sri Kadasseri 

Sekharan and the relief to which he is entitled to . 
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2. The aggrieved worker herein claimsthat he was employed under 
Sri K. Sekharan in his provisions stores.

The union raised 
th s dispute and a nu.nb.r of consliation conferences were conven :d, but 
the minigem :nt did not attend any of these conferences and hence this 
has been referred to this T.ibunal. The union wants the worker to be 
reinstated with back wages . 

3. Theminagement herein has filed a lengthy reply statement. He says 
that this worker his not worked under him in his sh ) ) and io there is no 
question of termination of his service. H : had a pictar in th : business 
and he invested the capital. In 1971 his partner got a job and they close ! 
down the business. Then he traces th : buckground of this dispute. Accord 
ing to him this alleged wɔ:kec has got som enmity . The reasons are 
also set out in detail in his statement. This dispute has been raised only 
because of th s enmity. H : was never employed in the shop and so there is 
no termination and consequently , no relief also is called for.. 

4. WWI is the concerned worker. H : speaks in accordance with the 
union statem :nt. In cross he says th it he knows this Sekharan for one year 
and three months. The shop is six miles away from his house. 

He is not 
employed now . He was taken to Sri Sekharan by one of his friends. There 
are documents to show that he was working in this shop . The person who 
took him to Sri Sekharan is in a way related to him . He denies the allega 
tion that he took loin of Rs. 200 from one of the friends of Sri Sekhiran. 
He also denies the allegation that he his taken a wed ling ring from another 
riend of S i Sekharan . He has not seen the docu nents relating to business. 

5. WW2 is a person who savs that he used to purchase articles from 
the shop on Credit basis . For this h : used to maintain a diary . Thit diary 
ismarked as Ext. Wi. In cross he says that his house is about half a 
furlong away from the shop . 

6. MWI is the concerned employer. He says in accordance with the 
versions given in th : reply statement. There is only a total investment of 
Rs. 1,000 in the provision store . There wasno need to employ a salesman 
there. His partner had given him Rs. 200 on the basis of a promisory 
note . He had also arrangel through an other friend to give a ring to the 
worker on a tempɔrary basis. This amount of Rs. 200 was not paid and 
the ring was also not returned This is the reason for enmity . He is not 
having any business now . This worker was never employed and so he has 
no obligatio i to pay him anything. In crois h : denies the allegation that 
he story of the poomivzory note and ring is trotted up only for the purpose 
of this case He does n t know whether these concerned persons have 
taken steps to realise the amount. 


in cross he says that he gave his wedding ring to MWI. The arrangement 
was to return it after 20 dły . He asked for it but it was not returned It 
weghs about half a soverişn . He has not thought of taking a..y action 
for realising the ring. This is the gist of evidence recorded in this case. 

8. The points that arise for consideration are the following: 

1. Was he empl yed in the provision stare run b : Sri Sekharan ? 
2. Is the den al of employ.nent true and I so justified ? 

3. What is the relicſ ? 

9 . Even though the management has raised a plea that this is a shop 
owned by himself and another partner he has not dduced any ev dence 
to that MW2 says that he has gone to the shop buthe not seen Wivi 
wo.king there . 

10. The case of the worker is that he worked there for 1 year and 
three months. It is the case of the management that this h :s been fuisted 
against him for two reasons. One is that he had asked a friend of his to 
give on loan Rs. 200 to him and he gave it and thehas no been returned 
so far and secondly he had arranged another f: end to give a wed iny ring 
to the worker and that was given but w.s not re: urnet. When these two 
concerned persons asked to return the money and the ring the work git 
enraged and fois cl this case . The friend who advanced Rs. 200 has not 
como befe this court. 1 he other persons who gave his wedding ring is 
MW2. H s evidence tak :n as a w.role sho vs that there is someth ng whirh 
is nt believable in i . His case is that he g v : his wedding ring not to 
this worker but to Si Sekhar.n . He admits that ie is a friend ofSi 
Sekar in . It is a far fetched thing to believe that a pe sin like WWI who 
lives about 6 miles away from the shop wou d raise ai ind istrial dipreto 
spi e M.VI, WW2. a Corpiration employee says that he has seen WWI in 
the shop of MWI. He lives about half a furlong away from the shop . 
MWI has not come frward with any reason for WW2 to tinder false 
e id :nce agưinst him . This fact clearly established that the no.ker was 
cmployed there . 

11 . Regarding the next questicn , the management has not come 
forwa d with any reason for the denial of employrr ent. Their case is hat he 
was not empl vyed and is there is no denial. Since it is found thathe s 
em loyed the denial is al o 100 d to be true , it is fo th : management 
to come forwa d with the reasons for denial. In the absence ove sons for 
deiiil, the denial is f und unjustiſible. 

12. The next que tirn that arises for consideration is the relier. Te 
evidence taken as a whole would show thit this is a small s op . The 
mang:menthus case that it is not ru ining n ww . He was employd 
only for a period of 1 year and three months. The total capital in e tid 
according to the mingement is only Rs. 10 10. This asprc is not din el 
by the worker . WW2 lives hulf a furlong away from the sho ). He cloes 
not say that it is even now functioning . Excepting the interested testimony 


a 


of both parties there is no evidence to show that the shop is even now func . 
tioning. So the only relief to which the wo: k :r is entitled is compensation 
for the illegal termination . MWI does not say that the denial was necessi 
tated due to the closure of shop. So , for illegal termination of service the 
worker is entitled for compensation . This is fixed at the rate of 15 days 
wages. In addition to this he will also got one month s wages in lieu of 
no ice so in all the worker will got 14 months wages as compensation . This 
is fixed taking into consideration the various peculiar aspects arising in this 
case . This wages are to be calculated at the rate of Rs. 115.50 p . m . 
inculsive of all benefits. This is so fixed in accordance with the minimum 
wages Notification Ordered accordingly . 

I pass this award as stated above and this award shall come into force 
on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Government Gazette.

(Act No. 30 of 1974 ) 

AN 

ACT 
further to amend the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 . 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -fifth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called the 
Essential Commodities (Amendment) Act, 1974 . 

(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 22nd day of 
June, 1974

ORDINANCE , 1974 

(No. 14 of 1974 ) 
Promulgated by the President in the Twenty-fifth Year of the 

Republic of India 
An Ordinance further to amend the Press Council Act, 1965. 

WHEREAS a Bill further to amend the Press Council Act, 1965 has been 
introduced in Parliament but has not yet been passed . 

AND WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate 
action to give effect to the provisions of the Bill ; 

Now , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1 ) of 
Article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance : 

1 . Short title and commencement.- (1 ) This Ordinance may be called 
the Press Council (Second Amendment) Ordinance, 1974. 

(2 ) It shall come into force on the 30th day of December, 1974 .
